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AN AGREEMENT 


Entered into, this ( 17 th) day of May, A. D., 1869, between 

H. €. Purman, C. E. Dyke, and N. C. Moragne, Com- 
missioners on the part of the Slate of Florida, appointed 
under Joint Resolutions, on the 25th of January, 1869, and 
Messrs. J. L. Pennington, A. J. Walker, and Charles A. - 
Miller, Commissioners on the part of the State of Alabama, 
appointed under Joint Resolutions, approved December 31st, 
1868, witnessed as follows : | 


First.—The State of Florida cedes to the State of Ala- 
bama, the portion of Florida lying west of the thread.of 
the Chattahooche and Apalachicola rivers, and west of a 
line running due south from the thread of the mouth of the 
Apalachicola, bending west so as to pass between the islands 
of St. George and St. Vincent, which territory so ceded is 
called West Florida. 

Second.—The State of Florida bargains, sells, grants and ` 
conveys to the State of Alabama, all the lands heretofore 
acquired by the State of Florida, and. situated within the - 
district of country above described, which may be undis- 
posed of at the.date of theconsummation of this agreement, 
' whether of seminary, school or sixteenth-sections, internal 
improvements, swamps and overflowed lands, and the five. 
per cent. arising from the sales of the United States lands ly- 
ing west of the rivers above mentioned, according from aud 
after the date of the consummation of this agreement, and 
guaranteeing to Alabama full and complete title thereto, 
for the purpose hereinafter specified, and agreeing to in- 
demnify ü) the said State of Alabama for all loss she may 
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sustain, growing out of any adverse claims which may be 
set up thereto; Provided;- that the State of Florida, pend- 
` ing the consummation of this agreement, shall dispose of 
' none uf the lands above mentioned, either by sale, donation 
or otherwise, except in accordance with the laws in force in 
. said State ‘at the date of the signing of presents, sd 
for the benefit of West Florida. 

Third.—The State of Alabama takes the said lands, sub- 
ject to the trust, imposed by the acts of Congress;granting 
the same. 

Fourth.—That immediately after the assent of the Con- 
gress of the United States to this agreement between the 
"State of Florida and the State of Alabama, it shall be the 
duty of the. Governors of Florida and Alabama, to, issue 
‘respective proclamations, naming a day within sixty days 
after such assent of Congress shall be obtained, when the 
jurisdietion of Florida shall cease, and when the officers 
and people of the territory of West Florida shall be sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the State of Alabama, in accor- 
dance with, end under the laws and constitution of the 
same.- e 

Fifth.—That all : judicial and other local officers in the 
. territory of West Flórida shall continue to exercise the 
functions of their several offices after the said transfer shall 
have been consummated, for the full terms for which they 
were elected or appointed; and all such judicial and all 
. other proceedings of such officers shall be in accordance 
"with the constitution and laws of Alabama. 

Sicth.—That the several counties in West Florida‘ shall 

compose one judicial circuit in the State of Alabama, and 
“the judge of the court of the first judicial district of Florida, 
shall be the judge of the circuit court of Alabama for a 
. circuit composed of the said counties, until the term as 
judge of the distriet court of Florida shall terminate, and 
the said counties shall compose a chancery district, in the .

'southern chancery division of the State of Alabama, and 
the chancellor of such division shall be chancellor of the 
said chancery district, and the terms thereof shall be held 
at times and a place to be prescribed by such chancellor, 
and all chancery causes pending in the distriet or circuit 
court of said counties, shall ‘with all the papers and records 
of the proceedings therein certified by the several clerks of 
the said district or circuit court be transferred into the said 
chancery court and be therein cognisable, and the said 
chancellor shall appoint a register for such court. 

Seventh.—The county judges of the respective counties 
above named, shall be judges of probate under the laws | 
of the State of Alabama until their respeetive terms for 
which they. were elected or appointed under the laws of 
Florida shall terminate; and the board of county commis- 
sioners of the said respective counties, shall be the county 
commissioners in their several counties for the terms for 
which they were elected or appointed ; and the sheriffs, 
coroners, justices of the peace, clerks of the circuit or dis- 
trict courts, by whichever name they may be called, county 
treasurer, collectors of revenue and assessors of taxes, shall 
fill-the corresponding offices under the laws of the State 
. of Alabama, to the end of the terms for which they were 
respectively elected or appointed ; and the several clerks of 
the district or circuit courts shall be the clerks of the cir- 
cuit court under the laws of the. State of Alabama ; and 
the said circuit court shall have jurisdiction of all cases in 
the district and circuit court of the said counties, except 
that the chancery causes shall be transferred to the chan- - 
cery court as hereinbefore stated, and the said judges of the . 
county court, shall be probate judges and have jurisdiction 
. of the causes of their respective county courts, and be 
probate judges under the laws of the State of Alabama; 
and thé said county commissioners and county judges shall 
execute all the power of county commissioners and probate 
judges under the laws cf Alabama. 
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Fighth.—The State of Alabama in consideration of the 
cession of the State of Florida; heretofore mentioned, shall 
pay to the said State within ninety days after the consum- 
mation of the annexation of Florida to the State of Ala, 
bama, the sum of one million of ‘dollars in-bonds, bearing 
interest at the rate of eight per cent. per annum, payable 
at the. treasury of the State of Alabama in thirty years 
from the date thereof, the interest to be paid semi-annually 
in the city of New York; the said sum of one million of 
_ dollars shall be in compensation to the State of Florida, for 

the proportion of the debt of said State, which the amount 
of taxes paid. by the several counties, embraced in the dis- 
trict of country ceded to Alabama, may bear to the- taxes 
‘paid by the remaining portion of the said State of Florida 
and the balance of the said sum of one million of dollars 
shall be in full payment for the seminary, sixteenth-section, 
internal improvement, swamp and overflowed lands ceded 
to the State of Alabama, the title to which is guaranteed 
by the State of Florida, as herein before mentioned, which 
said balance shall be for the use and purposes contempla- 
ted in the grants of the said lands by the Congress of the 
United States, and as provided for by the laws of the State 
Alabama in force at the date of this agreement. 

Ninth.—That the counties respectively of West Florida, 
shall be allowed, and by this stipulation have authority to ` 
retain the State taxes assessed and collected for the first 
year under the revenue laws of the State of Alabama, and 
the amounts so retained shall be appropriated by the county 
commissioners to the improvement and erection of court 
| [houses and other publie buildings in their respective coun- 
ties. 

Lenth.—The benefit of the endorsement laws of the State 
of Alabama, to the extent of sixteen thousand dollars per 
mile, shall apply to the construction of a railroad from 
the point of junction with the Pensacola and Georgia rail- 
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road of Florida, on the Apalachicola river, in the direction 
of Quincy, to the waters of Escambia Bay, or to a junetion 


^" with the Pensacola and Louisville railroad in Florida, or 


the-Alabama and Florida railroad in Alabama, and to the 
Pensacola and Louisville railroad, and to no other railroads 
for the period of three years from the date of the consum- 
mation of this agreement; and the charter of the Pensa- 
_ cola and Georgia railroad of Elorida, with the amendment . 
thereto, shall be of force in the district of country embraced. 
in the first article of this agreement, for the purposes speci- 
fied in said charter and amendments, and the Pensacola ` 
and Georgia railroad company shall be entitled to constract 
their road, and shall be entitled to all the benefits of the 
endorsement laws of Alabama, hereinbefore’ mentioned, 
' the same as if their said charter and amendments had 
been granted by the State of Alabama; and the State of 
-Alabama, neither under any: ‘general act’ of incorporation 
now in force, nor by any special act of legislation hereto- 
fore or ‘hereafter to be adopted, shall authorize the con- 
struction of any railroad from the Chattahoochee or Apa- 
lachicola river, through the district of country before men- 
tioned in the district of the waters of Escambia Bay, ora ` 
junction with the Pensacola and. Louisville railroad, for the 
period of three years from the date of the consummation 
of the agreement hereinbefore set forth. ` 
Eleuenth.— Until otherwise provided, the counties as now 
constituted, lying west of the line mentioned in the first 
article of this agreement, shall be entitled to the same 
representation in the General Assembly of Alabama, that 
they are now entitled to in the Legislature of Florida, and - 
that portion of Franklin county embraced within and lying 
west of said line, shall be known as the county of Frank- 
lin, and shall be entitled to at least one representative in 
the Generak Assembly of Alabama; and the senators and 
representalives of the above counties, shall hold their 
offices for the full term to which they were elected. 
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Twelfth.—The solvent taxes returned from the district of 


country agreed to be annexed, unpaid at the time such an- 
nexation shall be consummated, shall be-the property of 
the State of Florida, and shall be assumed.by the State of 
Alabama, and paid in money. The ‘amount so due and 
unpaid shall be ascertained from the tax returns made to 
the Comptroller of the State of Florida. 

Thirteenth.—This agreement shall not be of force till the 
same has been ratified and approved by the State of Flo- 
rida, and of Alabama, in a legal manner, and by the legal 
and proper authorities and the Congress of the United 
States has given its consent thereto.

Thirty-five of these bonds of the denomination of -$500 
each are indistinctly numbered ; in some instances erasures 
are.made in filling up the numbers, so that buyers reject 
them. We would, therefore, suggest that these thirty-five 
bonds be returned to the State Treasury and destroyed, 
and more perfectly numbered bonds be issued in their place. 

In regard to the 1,054 8 per cent. bonds of $100 each, 
we would respectfully ask you, if they could be returned 
to the Treasury ànd destroyed, and bonds of the denomi- 
nation of $500 be issued in their stead, for the same 
amount? 

We would also call your attention to the Alabama TS : 
6 per cent., falling due. lst June, 1870, for $688,000, in 
London, so that timely steps may be taken to either extend 
or redeem them when due. The propriety of redeeming 
them now, just on the commencement of a favorable year 
for the collection of the taxes.of the State, has features in 
- its consideration that might be offered for their extension 
as well as for their redemption. On the one hand, esti- 
mating our income from taxes the present year, we could 
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safely calculate that the Treasury will have a sufficiency 
over and above the yearly current expenses of the State to 
retire at least a portion of this amount of the State's in- 
debtedness. Buton the other hand, would. it not be the. 
part of prudence, as well as the dictate of wisdom to ex- 
tend this issue with new bonds, having twenty years to 
run, as by the terms of the 1870 bonds, the State has the 
option to do at her pleasure, and thus place the State in 
easy circumstances, with no necessity to enter the market 
as a temporary borrower, but by law place the surplus - 
revenue of the State each year as a sinking fund, and thus 
by degrees retiring the State's indebtedness. This will at 
once give confidence abroad of the State's ability as well 
-as her desire to pay, thus giving to capitalists a safe and 
reliable investment. | 

'The past interest upon the State's indebtedness has been 
promptly paid as it matured, by depositing funds for that 
purpose, as required by law, with the financial agencies in 
- New York and London. We have now provided for the 
payment of the interest falling due Ist November next, say - 
$64,570 in New York; the next matures 1st January, 1870, 
$20,295 in London, and $48,172 in New York; total interest 
due 1st January, $68,467. Ni _ 

This amount will be promptly met by the receipts from 
the collection of taxes, which are due and payable by law 
ist December next, (a penalty of ten per cent. being 
assessed against all unpaid taxes after that day.) 

We also have the pleasure to report that all the tempo- 
rary loans have been settled, and that the State has no 
indebtedness against her except her bonded debt and her 
State notes in circulation, which will be absorbed in the 
collection of taxes. Her bonds are now commanding a 
price in the money markets that will compare favorably. 
with any of our sister Southern States. This should be, 
as it is a source of pride with every true Alabamian, and 
shows the extent and resources of our State, that will in a 
few years place our State bonds above par. mm 

We would also hand you a full and complete statement 
of the bonded debt of the State, showing when the bonds

I beg leave to submit to your Excellency. 

The undersigned was, by the third section of the act of 
the Legislature establishing the Hospital, *to procure the 
use of the ground and houses " on which the United States 
Hospital having the patients in charge, was located. I 
accordingly rented from the owner, Mr. J. W. Riley, the 


buildings and grounds now occupied by the remainder of 


the patients, for $30 per month. 
The premises embraced several acres of cultivable land, 
with good, comfortable new cabins, amply large and well 
-suited for the accommodation of the inmates. The hospital 
is about two miles southeast of the town of Talladega. A 
beautiful clear stream of water runs through the ground. 
An abundance of good fuel was included in the rental. The 
Board procured the services of Dr. E. D. Freeman, as

medical attendant, and employed Mr. G. P. McAfee as” 
steward, with commissary powers and duties. The salary 

paid each of these gentlemen is fifty dollars per month. 
. The other employees of the hospital are, a cook, nurse, 
teamster, and laundress. They are paid from six to ten 
dollars.per month. There were seventy-three patients on 


` the roll on the Ist of January, 1869, of whom twenty-three 


have been discharged and six died, as will appear from the 
report of the attending physician, accompanying this re- 
port. It will be seen, also, from this (Dr. F.’s) report the 
character of diseases, the per centage of deaths, &c., among 
the inmates. 

It would seem from the report of, Dr. Freeman, that the 
whole number of patients came from only a few of the 
counties of the State. This, in fact, is not so; but is ac- 
counted for in this way: The hospitals of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau for the whole State had been concentrated at this 
poit, and the inmates of this hospital comprised all those 
in hospitals under charge of the Freedmen’s Bureau at the: 
end of the year 1868. Of the whole number now in hos- 
pital, there are none of sound mind, it is thought, who are 
able to earn a living. It will be seen, then, that those per- 
sons must be provided for by the publie ; and it will remain 
‘for your Excellency and the Legislature to determine in 
what way this shall be done. 

In view of the fact, though, that quite a number of these 
persons are idiotic or imbeeile, and that we have no means 
of knowing or of finding out where many of them came 
from, we beg leave to suggest. that this hospital be con- 
tinued and-supported by the State, for at least another 
year. It would be manifest injustice to tax Talladega. 
county alone, or the two or three other counties from which ` 
‘these persons are registered, with their support. They 
- have been sent up from all parts of the State, and perhaps - 
from other States, with no record accompanying them, 
save the hospital records of Greenville, eae x and Fal- 
ladega. 

Iç has been the endeavor of the Trustees to have the 


£ 
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Wishes of the Legislature EA out in reference to these 
unfortunate indigent persons. We have, from time to time, 
as often as we deemed it necessary, visited the hospi- 
tal, and have usually found the building and premises in 
good order, and the patients generally well satisfied. There 
has been very little sickness, aside from old chronic cases, 
ulcerated extremities, &c., incident to old age, and the re- 
sults of burns or acidente amongst the imbeciles. The 
gentlemen immediately, in charge of the hospital have 
manifested, by a humane and earnest discharge of their 
duties, the interest they feel in the inmates. 


RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 


The amounts received and paid out since the Ist of 
January, making a total of. five thousand two hundred and ` 


sixty-four dollars and thirty-seven cents, have been drawn 
upon itemized accounts, made out against the State, and 
. audited by your Excellency, leaving a balance on hand at 

this time of seven hundred and thirty-five dollars and 


sixty-three cents. Deduct from this the probable expendi- : 


ture for the month of December, four hundred and fifty 
dollars, and there remain unexpended of thé six thousand 
dollars, set apart by law for the support of the hospital, 
two hundred and eighty-five dollars and sixty-three cents. 
The books and vouchers to sustain this statement are in 
the hands of Dr. J. H. Johnson, the ae of the Board 
of Trustees.

To His Excertency Wm. H. SwrrH, 


Governor of Alabama: 


The E Commissioners appointed by your 
‘Excellency, under the provisions of Section 70, Revised 
Code of Alabama, to examine the books, accounts and 
vouchers of the State Treasurer, Auditor, and Superinten- 
dey$ of Public Instruction, respectfully report that we have 
discharged that duty, and that those officers have afforded , 
every facility for our investigations. We have carefully 
compared the warrants, drawn with the accounts upon 
` which they were severally based, and the laws under which 
they claim to be authorized, and we have no warrant drawn - 
or payment made which was not authorized by law. We 
have also verified, by actual calculation, the amount of the 
accounts filed for payment, and the entries made m the - 
* Receipt" and the “ Disbursement” books of the differ- 
ent officers, and find them correct and correspondent. 

As the report of the Treasurer is now passing through 
the hands of the printer, we deem it unnecessary to enter 
into detail in the report, further than to say, that of the 
accounts of the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s books, the re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year 1868, are, from all sources, one 
million five hundred and seventy-seven thousand one hun- 
dred and forty-four dollars and eight cents, ($1,577,144 08.)

Report of Dun of Inspectors of Alabama Penitentiary, 


 ALABAMA PENITENTIARY, October 29, 1869.. 
To his Excellency William H. Smith, . 
| I Governor of Alabama: 

The Inspectors of the Alabama Penitentiary most res- 
pectfully call your Excellency’s attention to the subjoined 
tabular statement of facts required of us under section 297 
of the Code of Alabama. On entering upon the duties of 
Inspectors we found the rules and regulations governing 
the prison as adopted by the former Board of Inspectors 
and approved by ex-Governor Patton, which, in our opin- 
ion, was sufficiently adequate for the same. We would 
state that ‘we have carefully complied with the law relative 
to inspections, &c., of the prison, and would report that 
the same is in a healthy condition, secure against escape, 
and were arranged for the comfort of the convict, and that 
the government of the prison has met with all the require- 
ments of the law relative to the same, and if inhumanity 
. has been practised upon the convicts, as alleged by the 
the Grand Jury of Elmore county, such has been without 
our knowledge. We do not see how it can be, for we have 
been vigilant and careful in the discharge of our duties as 
Inspectors. We would most respectfully and earnestly 
recommend the continuance of the present itinerating sys- 
tem of labor, it being, in our opinion, far better than the 
old system of close confinement, more conducive to health, 
productive of contentment to the convict, and has in every 
respect bettered the condition of the prisoner. We are 
satisfied that the change from prison confinement to out 
door labor has had a salutary effect upon the convict phy- 
sically and morally, and we would recommend the con- 
tinuance of the same. Deeming this all that we think 
necessary to call your Excellency’s attention to, we res- 
pectfully submit the same. Sa |

Srg—Section 108, Paragraph 5, Revised Code, requires 
the Attorney-General annually in the month of November, 
to make to the Governor à report consolidated from the ` 
reports made to him by the different Solicitors of the: 
several Judicial Cireuits of the State. i 
. Upon a careful examination of the legislation on this 
subject, I find that the reports of the Solicitors of the . 
different Circuits, to which reference is made in said sec- 
tion, have never been actnally provided for by law.  .- 

I find no act of the General Assembly enforcing this 
duty upon the several solicitors. 

The object of the law is a good one, and such legisla- 
tion, in my judgment, should be advised as would complete 
the system contemplated.
